After months of delay, work is now 
b eing done b y the 'B ig Four, at its 
crossing with the Indianapolis 
& Cin­ 
cinnati Traction company, and b y the 
traction company at its crossing of the 
Belt railway, just this side of Indian­ 
apolis, that will enab le the I. & C. to 
take its b ig'cars into the city. 
It is 
now necessary for passengers on this 
line to transfer to smaller cars at the 
junction with the Slielb yville lines. 
The Big Four is now at work raising 
the grade on either side of its b ridge 
over the traction line, and will soon 
b e ready to raise the b ridge istelf. a 
distance of ab ont two feet. 
This will 
give the traction line all the clearance 
necessary at that point. 
At the same 
time, the traction company is making 
ready to cut its grade under the b ridge 
at the Belt, which will ob viate any 
necossiy for the Belt road raising its 
own grade. 
Charles L. Henry, president of the 
I. & O.. says the profiles for cutting 
the grade under the Belt, which is on 
a county highway, have.b een prepared 
and havelieen approved b y the Marion 
-comity commissioners and the county 
engineer. 
Work ou the change will 
b egin as soon is the weather api>oars 
to lie sufficiently settled. 
With good 
weather, it, is hoped that the cars can 
he taken into the Terminal station 
some time in June. 
As mentioned in the Repub lican of 
Tuesday, the first coating of gravel for 
the b allasting of the Indianapolis 
Cincinnati Traction company’s track 
b etween this city and Indianapolis has 
b een laid, remedying a condition that 
has made travel ou the line uncertain 
throughout the 
winter. 
For 
some 
miles the track was unb allasted and 
at times the rails spread in the mud. 
With the return of Mr. Henry from 
California, where he spent ab out six 
weeks, work will b egin almost imme­ 
diately ujipn the extension of the line 
from this city 
to Oonnersville, to 
which it is hoped to have cars in 
operation b y fail. 
Teams and grading 
implements have b een scattered along 
the right-of-way b etween 
here and 
Connersville, and the right-of-way is 
b eing fenced in and cleared, prepara - 
tory to the b eginning of the real work.

London. April 13.—There is ab so­ 
lutely no confirmation in any quarter 
of the Batavia telegram to an Amster­ 
dam newspaper declaring that the 
Russian and Japanese fleets had col­ 
lided near tne Anamb a Islands, east 
of the Malay peninsula. The doub tful 
nature of the situation is accentuated 
b y the correspondent « » t Lab uan toff 
the northwest coast of Borneo), of the 
Daily Mail, who says that reports are 
current there that large fleets have 
b een sighted south of Borneo. 
The Dally Telegram’s Tokio corre­ 
spondent in a comparative statement 
of the strength of the fighting fleets 
of Japan and Russia claims that the 
Japanese have five b attleships. 
The 
Daily Telegraph considers that this 
disposes of the rumor that the b attle­ 
ship Yashima was sunk b y a Russian 
mine off Dalny in June last.

Among the laws passed b y the last 
Legislature is one which will com­ 
mend itself to every right-thinking 
person in the State. 
It is the act <ie- 
signed to protect b oys and girls from 
evil influences. 
The law forb ids, under penalty of a 
fine not exceeding $500 or imprison 
ment in the workhouse not more than 
six months,'or b oth fine and imprison­ 
ment, any person “ to cause or en­ 
courage any^b oy under*the’age of six­ 
teen yeras or any girls under the age 
of seventeen years to commit any act 
of delinquency," or to send or cause to 
b e sent any chihl to any immoral re­ 
sort, or saloon or wine room where 
intoxicating liquor is sold, or pool 
room or b ucket shop, or to encourage 
knowingly, contrib ute to or in any 
way cause sucli a child to violate the 
law or guilty of vicious or immoral 
conduct. 
“ Delinquency" on the part of a b oy 
or girl is « tefinod as b eing guilty of a 
violation of the law or a city oniinance 
incorrigib le, or knowingly visiting or 
patronizing policy shops 
or 
places 
where gaming derices are operated, or 
patronizing, visiting or 
ertering a 
pnb lic pool room or b ucket shop or 
wandering ab ont the streets at night, 
ab out railroa« ! yards or upon railroa« l 
tracks, or jumping ujion trains, or 
climb ing into^cars and engines^ w ith­ 
out light, or loitering ab out school 
var« ls and b uildings, or using vile, 
ob scene, vulgar, profane or indecent 
language or smoking 
cigarettes 
or 
b eing guilty of indecent or immoral 
oomlnct. 
When it api>ear* in the hearing in 
the juvenile court of any child charged 
with an offense, that some other per­ 
son has violated the ab ove provisions, 
such person is to b e b rought b efore the 
judge for preliminary examination and 
b ound over to the crim inal or circuit 
court. 
Any “ delinquent child" may 
b ejproreeiied against in the juvenile 
conrt and “ dealt with b y the court 
in such manner as may appear, to b e 
for the b est interests*>f the child." 
When a person is <*onvicted of rang­ 
ing or enronraging misconduct on the 
part of a b oy or girl "the court may 
impose conditions on any person fonnd 
guilty urnler this act, and so long as 
such person shall comply therewith 
to the satisfaction of the court the 
sentence impose« ! or any part thereof 
may b e suspended, ’' The court may 
pronounce judgment at any time after 
suspending sentence, until the offender 
is discharge« !. 
But after two years of 
faithful compliance with the terms 
imposed the court may grant him an 
ab solute discharge.
